open the way immediately for a resump- 
tion of the negotiations between the 
miners and the operators as the opera- 
tors have announced that they would 
be ready to consider a new wage agree- 
ment at any time the strike order was 
withdrawn. 


It is also understood that the ques- 


tion of arbitration entered largely intot 
the discussion in the final stages of 
the meeting, but the miners position on 
this subject was not announced. 
The question of- just how many of 
the coal miners would obey the order 
rescinding the strike was problematical 
early today. In some districts it was 
considered that the resumption of work 
would be general while in others it 
would be only partial and in some, it 
was said, the return would be very slow. 
The meeting was probably the most 
momentous ever held by the miners 
organization, if not the most weighty 
ever conducted by"a labor organization 
in this country, for in the view of labor 
leaders, it was to determine whether an 
organization would be forced by gov- 
ernmental pressure through the courts 
to discontinue a strike, when apparently 
all the members of the union were be- 
hind the walkout, which was being con- 
ducted without any form of violence or 
damage to property. 
Labor in general, as represented by 
the executive committee, of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Lat>or. had offered 
its unqualified support to the miners 
in their strike, while obedience or dis- 
obedience of a federal court order hang- 
ing the balance and this fact gave min- 
ers representatives who favored holding 
out an argument which weighed heavily 
with some of their colleagues. 


On the other hand the president's des- 
ignation 
of the 
strike "as 
unlawful, 
placed the coal wpricei ij"in 4he position 
of defying the gov.-ernBie-nt of the United 
States if they refused'1 to' call off the 
strike and. aside from the consequences 
attaching to disobedience of the federal 
court order, many were adverse to con- 
sidering anything which could be con- 
strued as lack of Americanism. 


There was no limit on the debate in 
the conference and many of delegates 
spoke at length and some more than 
once on various subjects.

spokesmen 'for the union said large num- 
bers probably would go back to work 
today and stay out tomorrow while 
many idle today would work tomorrow. 


Dan W_ Sims, .special United States 
district attorney, representing the gov- 
ernment in the injunction proceedings 
against the miners, stated that the next 
step of the government probably would 
look to procuring a joint meeting of 
operators and miners at which negotia- 
tions for a wage agreement would be 
discussed. 


Failure to get together on the ques- 
tion of wages and working conditions 
by the miners and operators, he pre- 
dicted, would he followed by appoint- 
ment of a mediator or arbitrator by 
the government. 


Asked in what way the government 
might force the operators to do their 
part in settling the controversy, 
Mr. 
Simms declared that the operators in 
several instances, \vere under contract 
to furnish coal to the government and 
that any lack of good faith on their 
part would cause irreparable damage 
to the government and thus bring them 
under the provisions of the Lever law. 


The statement of the 
attorney fol- 
lows: 


"The operators have repeatedly de- 
clared that they wore ready to enter 
into negotiations with the miners if the 
strike order were \\ithdrawn.' The gov- 
ernment has taken the position that in 
the vindication of its own supremacy 
the strike order rnu.st be withdrawn be- 
fore they would take any steps to com- 
pel the resumption of such negotiations. 
The issue has 
been submitted to the 
court and 
in compliance with 
the 
court's ruling the strike order has been 
cancelled and withdrawn.- It seems to 
me that good faith on the part of the 
operators requiros them to meet the 
miners' representatives at once for the 
purpose of negotiating a-settlement of 
this wage controversy, and that good 
faith on the part of the government re- 
quires it to sec th;it such a resumption 
of negotiations is had at once and con- 
cluded without delay." 


Although delegates to the meeting of 
the miners apparently were pledged to 
secrecy as to details of the proceedings 
during their protracted sessions, it was 
learned 
from a 
well 
authenticated 
source that there was bitter opposition 
to compliance with the court's order. 
One of the most complicating features 
of the situation, it was said, was the 
action of the executive council of the 
American Federation of Labor in Wash- 
ington in declaring its support of the 
miners strike, the federation council's 
statement being used by some as an 
argument against .calling f>(T the strike.

<-he well-to-do classes there 
I een fostered a beb'ef that spending 
money v,-as meritorious because it 
irrve employment' to 
die poorer people who 
\<-?-"ed \\ork. People 
of wealth seemed to 
Consider all spending 
.-;<; commendable, for, 
as one writer of the 
time pointed out,, ''it 
had not dawned on 
rhem that there is any 
difference 
between 


spending mone\ on a 
display of" fireworks 
and on building a fac- 
tory. ". 


Nothing could be 


further from the truth 
rhnn the assumption that reckless 
money spending is good for business 
because it furnishes employment for 
those who may need it. 
A few 


\ears ago a. society function was 
given in New York City which in- 
volved such a large expenditure of 
money that the whole country took 
it up for discussion. At that time 
the statement was advanced by 
many that such affairs should be 
encouraged 
because they meant 


money for the dressmaker, 
the 


florist, the v. ine-merchant and a 
host of others. 
Whatever the 


reasons may have been in justifi- 
cation of giving this function and 
the lavish expenditure of money, 
they 
certainly were not 
based 


oc the ground that such prac- 


tices help business and promote 
better economic conditions. Aside 
from 
the unwholesome example 


which such affairs set for 
the 


poorer class of people, the wanton 
destruction of material wealth of 
all kinds is not justified. 


At the present time, many of the 


people of our nation 
are indulging in un- 
precedented practices 
of extravagance. 
In 


the larger cities of the 
country money is be- 
ing spent most lavish- 
ly. 
There is waste 


and extravagance to 
be seen on every hand. 
While these practice? 
may make for better 
business 
temporarily 


in some lines, they 
produce havoc in gen- 
eral. 
They 
cause 


fictitious values and 


lend 
encouragement 
to 
general 


practices of thriftlessncss. 
They 


can not go on indefinitely. Sooner 
or later our people must turn to the 
substantial processes of construc- 
tive labor, judicious spending and 
wise saving. 


The nation must be run on the 


principles of thrift. 
It is the only 


basis that is economically sound. It 
is the only condition that will with- 
stand all adverse attacks. 


The one great need in America 


to-day is a thorough understanding 
of the fact that through thrift alone 
will' conditions become stabilized. 
We are not in need of new ideas 01 
new plans. 


What we need is a. national bap-

Famous Pleasure Resort, Devastated 


by Huns, Is Being Rapidly Put 


in Good Condition. ' 


PESTILENCE CAUSED BY WAR 


Generally Understood That the Influ- 


enza Epidemic Was a D.rect 


Result of Great Conflict. 


Skillful Job of Moving. 


A gas container 70 feet In diameter 


and 75 feet high, weighing 200 tons, 
was moved three miles recently at 
Portland, Ore. First it was raised 15 
feet and loaded on rollers 
Then it 


was moved four blocks through the 
city streets and lowered 28 feet to a 
dock, whence it was moved upon a 
pair of barges. ,The barges 
were 


towed three miles to a shipbuilding 
plant, where the tank was unloaded , 
and raised 26 feet, moved across new- { 
ly filled ground for 
a distance of j 


2,000 feet, crossing a railioad track, j 
and placed on its new foundation. It 
took 71 days to complete the work. 


Sufficient time nns not yet elapsed 


to determine the indirect effects of the 
recent eiuplion of Mount Kloet in Java 
which wiped out o\er a scoie of Mi- 
lages and killed Thousands of the na- 
tives, but recollect.ons ot KraUatoa's 
volcanic outbuist in 1SS3 which within 
six weeks spnnkle'l its fine la\a dust 
over the whole world, has gnen an in- 
teresting suggestion to certain mem- 
bers of the medical profession. During 
the closing year of the war an influ- 
enza epidemic raged in manv parts of 
the woild 
The manner of its out- 


break in different countries indicated 
that the germs of the disease had boon 
con^ejed by the currents in the air. 
The theory, 
therefore, 
has 
be?n 


broached that the poison gases with 
which many sectors of the fighting 
area were drenched were earned by 
the windy in every direction, causing 
the infiuen/a outbreak'in Spain, Ger- 
many, England, France, South Amer- 
ica, Australia, Africa, Asia, as well as 
in the United States and some of the 
Central American countries. That the 
influenza is a corollary of the war is 
undoubted. Any similar gigantic con- 
flict, is argued, would be attended with 
a similar widespiead pestilence—an- 
other reason why every effort should 
be made to avert wars in the future.— 
Leslie's. 
, 


Refuses to Leave Prison. 


A man sentenced to Sing Sing pris-' 


on in May, 1917, has already <r\erstay- 
ed his sentence more than se\en 
months, and refuses to go home. He 
is working with a construction gang 
building the new prison, and the\war- 
den says he does as much work a^ any 
four men. The paj allowed piisoners 
by the state amounts to 1% cents a 
day. This man was greatlj, iclieved 
when he was told that the prison au- 
thorities would not shut off his pay 
to make him apply for parole, which 
he has so far steadfastly refused to dc. 


After nearly five years of war Ostend 


is resuming ordinary life, as far as pos- 
sible under present conditions, with 
the reopening of the famous casino, 
says the Pall Mall Gazette. 


Less than twelve weeks ago, says a 


Reuter telegram, the great salons of 
the casino were a scene of de%astation 
and wanton destruction. 
Although oc- 


cupying so prominent a position on 
the sea front, the buildings themselves 
escaped 
the" constant bombardment 


frem sea and air that has transformed 
so many of the beautiful hotels and 
villas along tlie Digue into heaps ot 
rubble, and the use of nine tons ot 
glass has repaired all the damage thus 
occasioned, but the Germans showed 
their usual thoroughness in gutting and 
defiling the'salons themselves. 


Every stick of furniture was taken 


away, beautiful tapestries were slashed 
and torn by German bayonets and 
every mirror in the halls was remo-s ed> 
together with the copper candelabra 
in the salons and the beautiful copper 
staircase. 


Not ^content with robbery, tlie Ger- 


mans defiled the rooms in nameless 
ways and, in fact, left tlie whole place 
in a state that would have shamed any 
animal inhabiting a stable. But since 
February a miracle has been wrought 
and but for the fact that some of the 
more valuable fittings are at present 
only temporarily replaced by mutation, 
there will be no ewdence of the war, 
so far as the casino is concerned, when 
it reopens soon.
